Strike Penalties. 
The Senate b ill contained a provi­ 
sion making it unlawful for two or 
more persons, whether officials or em ­ 
ployes of a road, to cnte. into any con- 
b p ney, 
comb ination 
or 
agreement 
‘‘sub st antially to hinder, restrain 
or 
prevent the operation of trains or oth­ 
er facilities of transportation.” 
A>« - 
v< re penalties were provided. 
This provision, commonly known as 
the ‘‘anti-strike clause," was b itterly 
fought b y organized lab or. 
It was re­ 
je c te d in the House and elminated in 
the conference agreement on the b ill. 
"There will b e no emergency legis­ 
lation attempted t o meet the present 
situation,” Cummins said. “But if the 
strike does come, it seems certain that 
there must later b e some changes in 
the law that would prevent such a re­ 
currence. 
Provisions Struck Out. 
"At present there is no penalizing 
provision in the law' to give force to 
the rulings of the 
Railroad 
Lab or 
Board. 
Lawyers differ as to whether 
its decisions can b e enforced b y in ­ 
junction. 
"Already at least two roads have 
refus (1 to ob ey its orders and have 
acen cited to explain why.

4.—Strike of railroad shopmen and 
general demand for increased^ wages, 
1919. 
5.—"Outlaw" 
strike 
of - railroad 
switchmen, 1920. 
Strike in 1877. 
Riot accomi» anifHi the railroad strike 
of 1877. 
It b egan on the Baltimore 
& Ohio road, when the men's» wages 


through the Pennsylvania System and 
then throughout the country. 
W hen the Pennsylvania s’ate mili­ 
tia refused to fire on the assemhled 
strikers, national troops were called 
out to suppress the rioting. 
The lo&s 
toa 
the 
Pennsylvania 
road 
alone 
amounted to $ 2,000,009, while P itts ­ 
b urg suffered a losa in b usiness ami 
property damage of $ 5,000.009. 
The strike, however, was unsuccess­ 
ful and it died out a montji after It 
had started. 
in 1888 there was a strike of the 
‘men on the Chicago^ 
Burlington 
& 
Qunicy railroad, which soon ended in 
the creation of a railroad b oard of 
arb itration. 
Pullman Strike. 
The Pullman strike of 1891 b egan 
with a walkout on May 11 of the 
Pullman employes when their wages 
were reduced an average of 25 per 
cent. 
The American Itailw'ay 
Union, 
an 
organization outside the b ig four b ro­ 
therhoods, also called out its memb ers 
and a general strike of 
the 
railway 
workers b egan on Juno 26, 1894. 
.The estimated loss to the country 
at large as a result of this walkout 
was said to reach $ 80,000,000. Troops 
were sent to Chicago to maintain or­ 
der. 
This strike ended with the indict­ 
ment of Eugene V. Deb s and 
other 
leaders for conteApt of court In re ­ 
fusing to ob ey the injunction againet 
» 11 king. 
Eig ht-Hour Fig ht. 
There were a few 
scattered 
local 
strikes after that, b ut none came up 
to the proportions 
of 
the 
difficulty 
tnat arose b etween 
the 
government 
and the railroad men in 1916 and 1917. 
A request for an eight-hour clay and 
time and a half overtime caused the 
intervention of President Wilson, who 


t suggested that the railroads gran t ¿ b e 
i eight-hour day. without 
extra over­ 
time. 
Although the b rotherhoods fa ­ 
vored tho proposal, the railway offi­ 
cials rejected it and a national Strike 
was called for Sept, 4. 
By Sept. 2, 
Congress 
passed 
the 
Adamson eight-hour law. w-hich tem ­ 
porarily averted the strike. 
But the 
federal district court of Kansas declar­ 
ed the low unconstitutional.

Shopmen's Strike. 
The strike of 1919 was 
over 
the 
question of 
wage increase, to con­ 
form with the rising cost of living 
On Aug. 1, Chicago's railroad shop­ 
men walked 
out and were later fol­ 
lowed b y the men in New York and 
Boston. 
Ab out 185,000 men stopped 
work and a general strike over the 
nfetion was threatened. 
But on promise of President Wilson 
of a slight increase in i>ay and his re­ 
quest for delay uVrtil 
the 
country 
could come (jack to lyjrmal, the men 
gradually returned 
t ot work, 
Switchmen’» Strike. 
On April 2, 192« , against the order* 
of 
the 
b rotherhood 
officials, 
6,000 
switchmen in the Chicago yards w alk­ 
ed out. 
They were dissatisfied with 
the way tho government delayed ful­ 
filling its promise to hell» the men b y 
redueling tho cost of living or b un g­ 
ing ab out some sort of relief. 
They 
wanted a higher wage» 
The b rother­ 
hood officials immediately ‘ outlawed'' 
these strikers. 
But the strike spread 
throughout the country. 
The strike caused a temporary p&r 
tial tioup in transportation, b ut
